community entities. 

The facilities involved are Lin- 
coln Children's Center，Lincoln 
Elementary School and Lincoln 
Square Recreation Center and 
Playground 一 all in Oakland 一 and 
Asians for Job Opportunities in 
Berkeley, Inc. (AJOB). The studies 
were done by volunteer 了 Pat 
Brooks, a medical anthropologist. 

The study on the probable 
effect of Prop 9 on the children 
served by the three Oakland 
facilities found that，Oakland's 
Chinatown, because it increasing- 
ly serves Southeast Asian immig- 
rants who are settling in Northern 
California，will be especially hard 


hit. 
DEMISE 

“The passage of Prop 9 could 
Signal the demise of many Pan- 
Asian client-population-oriented 
Programs at these facilities,”the 
study says，JInm the case of the 
Lincoln “Childqren's Center， a 


non-mandated” service agency， 


“the worst scenario possible in the 
event of Prop 9 passage 这 “no 
funding,，and hence, the demise of 
the program.” 

The Center now serves 118 
children ranging from 2 years to 
3rd graders，These children can 
stay at the center a maximum of 
11 hours per day and are provided 


-with two meals a day. Since the 


funding is funneled through the 
Oakland Public School District 
and the states Early Childhood 
Development program in Sacia- 
mento，and since non-mandated 
programs have no guarantee of 
continued fundqing from either 
state Or federal sources，iti is 
possible that the center could be 
forced to shut down. 


Overcrowding at Lincoln Ele- 
mentary School is already a 
serious problem and will probably 
get worse 让 Prop 9 passes， 
according to Connie Chang of 
the school.

floppy hat as we drove by. 
“Robbers may wear the same 
kinds of clothes because theyre 
good-luck clothes,” Chris 
explained.“A big floppy hat hidqes 
the face andmay also be a good - 
luck hat.”We sat in the car across 
the street and had the bank under 
observation for 15 minutes. It was 
easy to see why this bank was 
often robbed.， People from the 
outside could not .see inside the 
bank，and the location Was near 
the Golden Cate Bridge which 
could make for a quick getaway.
